DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2-1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record neither teaches nor renders obvious a method of digital imaging a printing form 
through application of energy, in combination with the remaining claim elements, 
wherein the method includes the specific, positively-recited steps of: 

establishing: at least one reference point within image data of an image to be 
imaged; and a limit value for a number of image spots within a surrounding area of the 
at least one reference point; and 

examining a plurality of image spots in the surrounding area of the at least one 
reference point in the image data; and 

comparing the number of image spots to be imaged within the surrounding area 
with the limit value with an image processing unit.
